I was 25 
miles from any friend, but sister Catharine who 
was with me, and had to stay all night in the 
woods, surrounded by a thousand hostile 
Indians, who were constantly insulting and 
affrighting us. And now Iam here with only 
one old coat to my back, and not a morse! of 
bread to save us from perishing, ora rag of a 
blanket to cover my poor little boy from the 
sun at noon or the dew at night. Ll aimapoor 
distracted orphan and widow.” 


After General Lafayette had been received 
by the municipal authorities at Buffalo, and re- 
turned a pertinent answer to the address of ite 
president of the village, Mr. 0. Forward, a latge 
concourse of ladies and citizens had the plea 
sure of taking the veteran bythe hand. This 
ceremony, (says the Butialo Journal) was 
versified by an entertaining introduction of 
the noted Seneca Chief, Red Jacket. At the 
cclebrated Indian treaty, held in the vear ’84, 
(at Fort Schuyler, now the village of Rome, 
in the county of Oneidia) the characteristie 
observation of the native had marked the 
youthful and gallant Marquis Lafayette; and 
the ravages of 40 years, uided by wounds, 
disease, and the pestilential vapors of the 
dungeon of Olmultz, did not prevent his re- 
cognizing the Varquis in our Nations’ Guest. 
But itis more remarkable that the youthful 
orator of the Seneca Nation was still fresh in 
the Generai’s recollection. Learning that 
Red Jacket was present at this treaty, he 
enquired what had become of the young Se- 
neca wh6 on that occasion eloquently opposed 
the burial of the tomahawk. The Son of the 
Forest replied, in the peculiar phraseology 
of his native tongue—* He has the honor to

Accounts from Constantinople 
and Zante, in letters at London of the 9th of 
April, were rather unfavorable-——immense pre- 
parations were said to be making, and several 
successes to have been gained by the Turks 
—but information of a later date, received by 
the Greek Deputies in London, is of a dif- 
ferent and more pleasing nature; indced, we 
feel confident, bat whatever efforts may be 
made against the Greeks, they must and will 
eventually prevail— he justice of their cause 
—their ardour and patriotism—their repeated
